In the first place the retail entalogos
honse buys ita shioos from oxactly the
same source from whioh the retatler
buys bis—trom the masofaoturer. The
manofectarer makes o profiv on the
shous lie wells to the mall order hoose,
mnd ho makes a profit on the shoes he
sells to the retwllor,  How much doss
I muke on each?

Tho sclence of slioe wakiog has beon
brooght down to such o floe point thst
It 1% not possible for one manafuctorer
to seore mach of an ndvninge over no-
othar, It costs them sll wmighty near

the samn to make thoe ssme shee.  The
shos manofactorer is satisficd with o
mighty close margin of profit, for itis
o n grent volome of bosiuess only,
that the n.ooey (s made. Aoy mano-
[aotorer of any magoitude is well sat-
ifled with n uot profie of 24, per cent
after all selling expooses wre paid. He |
will demnnd this, iowever, from the
mall ordor bouse the same as he will
from the retailor

The only thing the retall ontslogue
houwe oan saye, thew, ¥ the differenos
i the cost of saillog them, and the
noet of selliog to the retailer. In or

der to give them n fair show we will
sessnmo that it coste the msnufsoturer
nathing to sell to tha rotail catalogue
nowse.  How much dovs i) cost to sl

to the retailer?

A good traveliog man s willing to
sell good shoes for m good house in s
goud territory at 24, per cent. His road
expenses will not add 1l per cent to
this—if he is a good man doiug a good
business. 'This makes a total expense
of lesa than 4 per cont. To cover
Y poor’ wereitory this ratio will be dif-
ferent—avernging vearly 0 per cent.
Taking it all throwgh, though, the
average will be about 5 per cent.

The rowil catalogue louss in boyiog,
thow, saves the selliog expouse of the
manofactorer, which as can be veri.
fied by exsmiustion of the books of
any St. Louls manufacturer, tarely ex-
oveds 6 per cent.  To nman's shoe that
cokts the manofactorer, say, §2.10 to
put op he will add his selliog expetise
of & per cens, and his profit of 24 per
oeot, waking it cost the retallor aboar
.25, The rewnil ontalogue house will
snve this selling expenss of 5 por cunt,
makiug it cost them mbout §2.16. We
nre not joggling with figuros, We
know this absolately to bo the case,

be a consarvative estimate of the an-

How wmuch business do they do?
They are genernlly credited with a
bosinoss of 25,000,000 a year, so it
ovidently costs them zomewhere In the
vulghborbood of 20 per oeut to do bus-
iness, and Jwe are relinbly informed
hy n man who has spent years in the
il order bosiness that 25 per ceot is
noenrer the actosl fgare. If they sell
this sawe shoe for §.00, weo must do-
duct 0¢ for selliug expense and §2.156
for coss, leaving m net poofit of e,
which ' less than they make.
